2 Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art, 
discloses a device according to the preamble of claim 1 and a method according 
to the preamble of claim 9. 

From this, the subject-matter of independent claim 1 differs in that 

the delivering means include one or more nozzles of the airless type to atomize 

the fluid. 

From this, the subject-matter of independent claim 9 differs in that 

delivering of said fluid is carried out by its atomization through one or more airless 

type nozzles. 

2.1 The subject-matter of claims 1 and 9 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT) 
The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as 
to control the dimensions of the particles of the fluid and thereby to generate an 
effective flow of lubricant and cooling fluid between the tool and the workpiece. 

2 2 The solution to this problem proposed in claims 1 and 9 of the present application 
is considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT), because the use 
of nozzles of the airless type to atomize the fluid is in particular known on the field 
of paint spray nozzles (see D3 and D4). In the field of machine tools in particular 
air type nozzles are used (see D1 and D2). Transferring from the use of paint 
spraying into the use of lubricating and cooling does not seem to be obvious for 
the skilled man. 

2.3 Claims 2-8 and 1 0-1 6 are dependent on claims 1 and 9 and as such also meet the 
requirements of the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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
